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SUMMARY 


1.  A  sample  of  enlistod  men  returned  for  assignment  to 
New  Construction  submarines  has  boon  canvassed  in  order  to  de¬ 
termine  the  typical  duty  completed.  For  this  canvass  a  quest¬ 
ionnaire  was  developed  which  is  also  useful  in  clinical  evalu¬ 
ations  of  the  submarine  experiences  of  an  individual. 

2.  The  survey  confirms  the  hypothesis  that  the  patrols 
completed  by  an  individual  differ  radically  from  those  com¬ 
pleted  by  another  in  numbers,  duration,  and  severity  of  attacks 
experienced.  Data  for  the  canvassed  population  on  numbers  of 
patrols  completed,  length  of  service,  ages,  and  frequency  of 
state-side  assignments  are  reported. 

3.  It  is  noted  that  the  Navy  School  backgrounds  differ 
markedly.  A  considerable  proportion  were  never  examined  or 
trained  at  New  London,  for  example .  The  differences  in  selec¬ 
tion  and  training  backgrounds,  in  the  light  of  the  differences 
in  submarine  experience,  suggest  the  value  of  complete  examina¬ 
tions  to  ensure  that  all  personnel  satisfy  minimum  standards. 
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Problem: 

Many  enlisted  men  with  submarine  experience  are  received 
by  Commander  Submarines,  Atlantic  Fleet,  for  assignment  to  Now 
Construction  submarines.  In  order  to  determine  standards  for 
evaluating  the  condition  of  these  men,  it  was  decided  that  a 
canvass  should  be  made  of  pc  -sonnel  received  during  a  certain 
period.  This  canvass  would  ./ace  the  naval  history  of  tho  popu¬ 
lation  so  that  not  only  would  there  be  an  indication  of  the  duty 
completed,  but  also  so  that  there  would  be  some  information  on 
such  matters  as  ages,  through  what  sources  men  entered  the  ser¬ 
vice,  what  schools  were  attended,  how  much  leave  had  been  granted, 
and  how  men  rested  between  patrols. 


Procedure  and  Results  '• 

Attached  as  Appendix  A  is  a  questionnaire  which  was  de¬ 
veloped  by  the  staff  of  the  tiedical  Research  Department.  This 
form  was  designed  with  a  twofold  purpose.  It  was  meant  first 
to  afford  clinical  evaluations  of  the  experience  of  each  indivi¬ 
dual,  and  second  to  serve  as  a  vehicle  for  assembling  population 
data. 


The  questionnaire  was  administered  during  the  second  week 
in  March,  1945,  to  a  sample  of  enlisted  men  drawn  in  tho  follow¬ 
ing  way: 

1.  Men  returned  for  New’  Construction  since  1  September, 
1944,  and  assigned  to  Submarine  Squadron  One  (N»114). 


2.  All  experienced  men  assigned  to  two  now  Submarines 

(N=6l). 


3.  Experienced  men  awaiting  assignment  (N=85). 


All  three  groups  together  constitute  a  sample  which  is  considered 
to  be  i  easonably  representative  of  the  population  returned  current¬ 
ly  for  assignment  to  new  ships. 


The  age  level  of  the  three  groups  is  indicated  in  Table  I

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is  inevitable,  the  data  afford  another  means  for  estimating  total  duration  of  Submarine 
duty.  Tables  V  and  VI  indicate  the  distributions  of  the  total  numbers  )f  days  on  patrol, 
listed  according  to  date  of  entry  in  Submarine  Service.

This  discussion  is  not  addressed  to  the  problem  of  whether  the 
rotation  -policy  is  effective.  However,  extreme  variations  in  duty 
completed  e-re  indicated.  This  suggests  the.  need  for  carmlary  data 
on  condition  of  personnel.  Some  interesting  findings  in  this  connec¬ 
tion  might  develop  fron  analyses  of  routine  medical  examinations  for 
Hew  Construction. 

It  is  noted  also  that  all  degrees  of  school  training  are  re¬ 
presented.  Some  reported  no  formal  instruction  after  their  first  few 
weeks  of  Navy  indoctrination;  others  listed  several  school  attended. 

Of  the  entire  group  (excluding  eleven  Steward’s  Kates)  with  patrol 
experience,  only  one  hundred  thirty-three  or  approximately  fifty-three 
percent  were  graduates  of  the  Submarine  School  in  New  London.  Such 
variation  in  training  and  selection  suggests  that  there  are  wide  varia¬ 
tions  in  abilities  and  skills.
